"I have often beard of the ;wonderful 


-phaspharescencfe of southern seas,1' re- 
marked a traveler from the north, "anft~~ 
I have seen some pretty fair samples oC 
it in the Atlantic between New York and 
English ports, but I did not know until" 
icoently that it prevailed to any extent 
in northern waters. 


"Last August I was on board a reve- 


nue cutter in the Bering sea, about 63 
degrees north latitude, bound north, 
when one night about 10 o'clock I hap 
pened to go on deck, and I was almost 
frightened by the sight of the sea. Tbe 
wind was blowing sharp enough to raise 
the whiteoaps, and the whole sea look- 
ed as if it were lighted from its depths 
by a million are lights, throving their 
white rays upward and under the flying 
foam. 
The hollows of the waves were 


dnrk, but every crest that broke shower- 
ed and sparkled as if it were filled with 
light. From the sides of the ship great 
rolls of broken white light fell away, and 
she loft a broad pathway of silvery foam 
as far back as tbe eye could reach.

striking display. Here it was as if the 
bhip were plowing through the sea of 
white light, and as the water was 
thi-own back from her prow it fell in glit-

news has been received there from Pre- 
toria to the effect that the Boers have 
stormed all the heights around Lady- 
smith and that the capitulation of that 
place is hourly expected. 


The London Suu reports that ou the 


reassembling of parliament, Jau. 'M. the 
government will immediately ask for a 
further war credit of 1^0.000,000. 


Though many stirring scenes have 


marked 
the departure of the British 


troops 
for

front 
during recent 


months, today's outburst of patriotism <>u 
the occasion of the startiug of the Lon- 
don volunteers was quite uuprecodemcd 
since the jubilee. 
It is the first time in 


the history of the movement that British 
vohmteers have been permitted to serve 
side by side with the regulars in real 
warfare, aud the people turned out in 
hundreds of thousands to fittingly cele- 
brate it. 


The crowds began to thvoug iho route 


before dawn and increased in such pro- 
portions that a detachment of the .Lord 
Mayor's Own were ingulfed nt various 
stages of the march. 
The ranks were 


broken, and the troops, at tiroes, were al- 
most lost sight of iu the cheering, shout- 
ing, singing mob. 


Every now aud then a halt had to be 


made in order to reform the ranks, but 
only to be again broken, as the police 
were utterly unable to stoii) ihe excited, 
cheering, living mass of people which 
again aud agjiin broke through all ob- 
structions. 
The handshakings and c-ni- 


braeings were so exuberant that the orig- 
inal smartness of the volunteers wa* 
speedily impaired, mauy uniforms being 
torn.

Way. 


But the troops finally managed 
U: 


struggle through to the Mansion House. 
On the balcony of that building the lord 
mayor. Mr. A. ,1. Newton: the lady may- 
oress, the councilors, and other-* awaited 
the arrival of the volunteers aud witness- 
ed them 
actually fighting their way 


through the douse crowds, assisted by 
male friends aud impeded by clinging 
women. When the force was finally re- 
formed, the lord mayor attempted to 
make a speech, but found it impossible. 
The din was simply deafening, and the 
chief magistrate had to be content to in- 
dicate .his good wishes by smites and ges- 
tures', while the volunteers greeted him 
with cheers aud waving their hats on ' 
their raised rifles. 


There was another herculean effoit oii 


the part of the police, and the detach- 
ment resumed its march to the accom- 
paniment oC pushing, screaming, cheerinu 
aud singing. The column luwl hardly cov- 
ered 100 yards when it again intermin- 
gled with the surging crowd-*, who liad 
undisputed sway along the route. Mauy 
of the volunteers escaped through side 
streets, and other.-, straggled along in In- 
dian tile, twos or threes. 


By the time they rc.ifiicd the Thames 


embankment the detachment had become 
a conglomeration, women's hats beintr a- 
numerous in the ranks as the volunteer-*' 
headgear. So slow was tho prosrres1- that 
over an hour was consumed in tr:iversina 
tho mile to Westminster. There the po- 
lice arrangements improved, and the mul- 
titudes were marshaled into some kind of 
order. 
The windows, roofs and every 


other vantage point were crowded with 
singing and cheering humanity, waving 
banners, hats and handkerchiefs. 


Finally the column reached Xine Kltus 


station, bearing numberless traces of the 
difficulties of the inarch. 
The public 


was excluded, the final leave taking* be- 
ing held outside, aud the volunteers en- 
trained and departed amid a commin- 
gling of baud music ami cheering and the 
singing of "AuUl Lang Syne." "lUile 
Britannia" and "God Save the Queen." 


The lord mayor, sheriffs and council- 


ors, in their state robes, accompanied 
by ninny ladies, took another special 
train for Southampton to bid farewell 
1o the volunteers on hoard the transport 
Briton. 
The latter arrived soon after 


the lord mayor's party and were saluted 
with ringing cheers from a huge as-*em- 
lilage on the (piays as they boarded the 
liner.

of Horatio Rubens. K. L. Conant and 
Mr. Runcie for the American side. These 
are all lawyers, well versed in the Span- 
ish code as well :is thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with American practice. 


The Cuban contingent will probably be 


selected by Governor Wood from among 
the members of the Havana bar.

commission will meet at the earliest pos-

THE OCEA.N BOULEVARD. 


New Hampshire Highway Commis- 


sion Will Soon Report. 


The state highway commission ap 


pointed by Gov. Frank W. Rollins in 
a'^oordance with the rote of the New 
Hampshire legislature of 1899 to lay 
out an ocean boulevard from the mouth 
of the PiH-aUqua river along the New 
Hampshire coast to the Massachusetts 
line,ha* completed its duties and will 
soon make a report to Gov. ICollias and 
his council. 


The commissioners have not only laid 


out the highway, but have held ievaial 
bearings and Awarded all damages. 


Tie highway is laid out as follows: 


Beginning at the bonndry line between 
Mas^iciiii'.Hts and New Hampshire and 
between Salisbury and Seabrook and 
following the coastline in Seabrook to 
Hampton river; thence by t. bridge 
across the river to Hampton beach; 
thence following the coastline along tho 
beach to the highway laid cut; by the 
Hampton Beach improvement company; 
thence by Hampton beach road and the 
beach road, so called, in Hampton and 
North Hampton, past Great Boar's 
Head, to the junction of the main road 
to Hampton and Exeter; thence along 
North beach, where the life station is 
located, to Little Boar's Head; thence 
along and over Beach hill, so called; 
thence along and over the existing high- 
way around the Little Boar's He»d to 
the Farragut house in Rye; then follow- 
ing the coastline to Philbrick's at Locke's 
beach; thence following the coast to the 
existing highway 
at 
Straw's Point; 


thence along this highway to Eye har- 
bor, over the bridge to be constructed 
across Eye hurbor; thence following the 
coast to Foss beach; thence by existing 
highway to a point near the life saving 
station at Wallis sands; thcnco by the 
coast to the property of Prof. James 
Parsons; thence across the land of 
Parsons in full view of the ocean, to 
Odiorne's point; thence, by 
widening 


the existing highway to the -width of 100 
feet by taking the property of Charles 
F. Eastman and others, to the property 
of J. W, Foye; thence across the prop- 
erty of Foye to an win of Little harbor, 
Seavey's creek; thence around its bor- 
ders to the Wentworth bouse road; 
thence along said road and across the 
bridge past the hotel Wentworth to a 
point opposite the Wentworth cottage; 
thence to and across land belonging to 
the estates of True M. Ball, George W. 
Haven, Jacob Wendell aud others, to a 
point on the coast; thence along the 
coast to Fort point in Newcastle. 


The highway will !>e 100 feet wide at 


the narrowest point and will be graded 
and built ia a most substantial manner.
